$ A Proclamation to be publiſhedin Cornewall, Devonſhire, Dorcetſhire and 
Hampſhire, for reſtitution of goods lately taken on the Seas from the Subiects 
of the King of Spayne by way of Repriſall, 

Hereas by oꝛder from the Queenes molt excellent Maieſtie ditters ſhips of warre ſet 
foo2th this laſt Sommer by the Citie of London, to iopne in conſoꝛt with her Maie⸗ 
ſties Fleete and others, vnder the conduct ofthe Loꝛd Thomas Howard, haue taken 
ſundzy pꝛizes of Spaniſh ſhips comming from the welt Indies fraight with Mer⸗ 
chandiſes and good commodities of ſundꝛy ſozts : The which pꝛizes the Captaines of 
the ſayd London ſhips, haue not directly bꝛought home to the ſaid poꝛt of London, as 
theyſhould and might haue done, the winde ſeruing thereunto, but into other remote 

Wal 7 Vl ports and hauens of this Realme, with purpoſe as ſhould ſeeme to take opoꝛtunitie 
(= of ſuch diſtant ploces fo2 the rifling of the ſaid pꝛizes and the enriching of themſelues 
and contrary to all right and the truſt repoſed in them, the ſayd Captatnes Maſters and Maryners of the ſaid London 
ſhippes, going vpon wages, haue taken out and embezelled diuers parcels ofthe goods and commodities laden within 
the ſaid ſhips and the ſame haue ſold and exchanged to ſundꝛy perſons dwelling within the ſaid poꝛt Townes and other 
adtacent places thereto to the great ſlander and pꝛeiudice of Sea diſcipline and wꝛong to the aduenturers by whom 
they were employed, 

The Queenes moſt excellent Maieſtie, not willing to ſuffer ſo great a diſoꝛder noꝛ ſo great a wꝛong and iniuſtice to 
be done towards her {elfe and other her Subiects the Aduenturers in the ſaid Flecte, doth ſtraightiy charge and com- 
mand, that al tuch perſons as haue bought, exchanged, oꝛ haue any waies receiued of any maner perſon, directly oꝛ indi⸗ 
rectly, out ofthe ſaid London Fleete, any foꝛreine Coine, Bollpon of Gold oz ſiluer, Jewels, Pearles, Stones, Muſke, 
wꝛought oꝛ rawe life, Cochenelia, Judico, oꝛanp other marchandizes, commodities oz things whatſoeuer, oꝛ that 
ſball haue in their poſſeſſion any of the goods of the afozeſaid natures : ſhall preſently after the publication of this Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation, oꝛ within tennedapes next following, bꝛing in a true particular note in waiting ofthe lame, with the ſeue⸗ 
rall pꝛiʒes what they paid, and the names of whom the ſame was bought, oꝛ tokens deciphꝛing the perſon and perſons, 
as neere as theycan remember, and the day, time and place, wherc and when the ſame was bought, erchanged, oꝛ re⸗ 
ceiued, and foozthof what Shippe oz Pꝛize the ſame was bꝛought (as neere as theycan call to remembꝛance to Sir 
Francis Dꝛake Knight, the Maioꝛ of Plpmmouth Chꝛiſtopher Harris, oꝛ any two cf them, being Commiſſioners ap: 
popnted by her Maieſtie foꝛ the recetu+'1g of any ſuch goods in Plymmonty; Ind to2goods tatiennecre Dartmouth 
and Totnes, to be bꝛought to Sir John Gilbert, and the Maioꝛs oftheſamce Townes:Indefany goods about Exceter, 
to bee bꝛought to the Maioꝛ there, and Sir Robert Dennis: And of goods about Southampton and Poꝛtelmouth, 
to be bꝛought to any of the Maioꝛs there, and Sir Thomas weft, and Thomas Henflow, oꝛ any two of them. And in 
caſe any that hath ſo bought, exchanged oꝛ receiued ol any of theſaid Captaines, Maſters oz Mariners, oꝛ others oi the 
ſaidFleete any ſuch treaſure, commoditie oꝛ thing (as is aboueſaid) and doe not bꝛing in and deliuer a particular note 
ol the ſame in wꝛiting with the ſeuerall pꝛices they pard, and the names ol whom the ſame was bought, with the day, 
time, and place, where, when, and koꝛth of what Ship oz Pꝛize the ſame was bought, and deliuer oz caule to bee 
deltuered the ſame within the time, and accoꝛding as befoze is ſeuerallp ſpecified and iniopned to the ſaide Commiſſio⸗ 
ners aboue named, ſhall bee held, and taken as Felons and Abbettoꝛs to Ppꝛats, and to be pꝛoceeded againſt, as in 


cale of Felonie is accuſtomed to be done by the Lawes of this Kealme. 
Giuen at our Palace of weſtminſter the nine and twentieth day of December, in the foure aud thirtieth 


peere of our Raigne. 1591.
